1, 3, 5, 7-10, 12, 14, 16 and 18) drawn to a maintenance system for performance or 
efficiency evaluation, allegedly classified in class 702, subclass 184, Group II (claims 2, 
4, 6, 11, 13, 15, 17 and 19), drawing to a system of electronic shopping by remote 
ordering, allegedly classified in class 705, subclass 26, and Group III (claims 20 and 21 ) 
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drawn to a system of automatic or integral protection for an inverter, allegedly classified 
in class 363, subclass 55, Applicants respectfully elect, without traverse, the invention 
of Group I directed to claims 1, 3, 5, 7-10, 12, 14, 16 and 18. Non-elected Group II, 
drawn to claims 2, 4, 6, 11, 13, 15, 17 and 19, and non-elected Group III, drawn to 
claims 20 and 21, will be reinstated in a divisional application in due course.
